Response to Amendment 

In response to the amendment filed July 23, 2007 wherein applicant amends claims 1, 12, 18, 
24-25, cancels claims 3-4, 21 and claims 1-2, 5-20 and 22-25 are pending in this application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose nor teach according to claims 1, 12, 18, and 24-25 a wagering game comprising one or more 
decks of playing cards; a gaming table having a layout depicting a player primary wager area and a 
player side wager area; a primary wager associated with the primary wager area, the primary wager 
dependent upon a value of a player's hand exceeding a value of a dealer's hand but not a maximum 
value of thirty-three the player's hand comprising at least three cards, wherein each player and a 
dealer must play all cards dealt; and a side wager associated with the side wager area, the side wager 
dependent upon a poker ranking defined by each of three first cards dealt to a player wherein each 
player is dealt three or cards. The closest prior to Webb and Mims disclose a card game having one 
or more decks of playing cards; a primary and secondary wagering areas; a primary wager dependent 
upon a value of a player's hand exceeding a value of a dealer's hand and a side wager dependent 
upon a poker ranking defined by the player cards. Webb and Mims failed to disclose the primary 
wager dependent upon a value of a player's hand exceeding a value of a dealer's hand but not a 
maximum value of thirty-three the player's hand comprising at least three cards, wherein each player 
and a dealer must play all cards dealt; and the side wager dependent upon a poker ranking defined by 
each of three first cards dealt to a player wherein each player is dealt three or cards.
